—Snow fell in Chicago, Cold water, 
Mich.; Watertown, Wis.; Streator, III.; and 
Oconomowoe, Wis., and in other places 
throughout the country yesterday. 


——Brisson, Republican was elected Presi- 
dent of the French Chamber of Deputies 
yesterday by a vote of 347 to 33 for the Le- 
gitimist and 18 for the Bonapartist candi- 
date. 


——The receipts for the last fiscal year on 
account of the Post-Office Department were 
$39,757,664, and the expenditures $38,544,935, 
of which amounts $24,702,703 were received 
and expended directly by Postmasters. 


Under the act of Feb. 28, 1878, 98,222,705 
silver dollars have been coined, of which 34 
per cent is in circulation. The amount 
coined during the last fiscal year was 
$27,755,955, of which $9,589,420 went into cir- 
culation. 


Adelina Patti arrived at New York 
yesterday. She was welcomed by a large 
company of friends who went down the bay 
to meet her, and who presented her with an 
address, to which she replied in French. She 
will sing under the management of Gye. 


Mr. Dezendorf, Republican Congress- 
man-elect from the Norfolk (Va.) dis- 
trict, is out in another card announcing his 
intention not to vote for or support the Ma- 
hone Readjusters. Mahone, will probably 
be able to dispense with Dezendorf’s vote 
aud his support. 


——The Methodist Episcopal Conference of 
the United States has voted $34,000 for mis- 
sionary workin Germany and Switzerland, 
$9,613 for missionary work in Denmark, 
$13,983 for Norway, $6,000 for Siberia, $22,- 
350 for Sweden, $13,250 for South America, 
and $62,259 for North India. 


——The people of Alsace and Lorraine are 
evidently dissatisfied at German rule, and 
are quite anxious to get back under French 
rule. At the recent elections the pro-French 
candidates were elected from every constitu- 
ency in the two provinces, and by sweeping 
majorities in all but one instance. The 
French press express satisfaction at the re- 
sult. 
ne following changes will soon take 
place in the United States navy: Rear-Ad- 
miral Rodgers will be retired, Capt. Francis 
M. Ramsey will become Superintendent of 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis, Commo- 
dore George H. Coaper will be promoted, 


} Rear-Admiral John C. Howell will be retired, 


and Commodore John C. Beaumont will be 
advanced. 


——The health authorities at Pittsburg and 
Allegheny are working vigorously to pre- 
vent the spread of small-pox in those cities. 
There were eighty-two cases there in Octo- 
ber and twenty-two deaths. Many of the 
people and even some physicians doubt the 
efficiency of vaccination, but the authorities 
are rigidly enforcing the vaccination law 
notwithstanding. 


——Judge Tuley heard arguments of coun- 
sel in the case of Baker vs. Seymour, Hunt 
& Co., which grew out of the complications 
of the August wheat deal, Baker’s counsel 
contend that the McHenry Cincinnati clique 
bulled the market, cornered wheat, which pre- 
vented him from fulfilling his contract; he 
therefore prays that the Board of Trade be 
enjoined perpetually from indorsing the 
margin certificates. 

The London Standard reasserts that 
counsel have been engaged to press the 
claims of holders of Contederate bonds to 
money said to be in the Bank of England, 
The Times and the Daily News, however, as- 
sert that the purchases of Confederate bonds 
are due to the operation of a clique who are 
prepared to run up the price of any rubbish. 
The News hopes that there will be no more 
agitation on the subject. 

—The annual report of the Pension Bu- 
reau shows that on the 30th of June last there 
were in the United States 268,830 pensioners, 
being 18,028 more than there were in June, 
1880. The total amount paid for pensions 
during the year was $49,725,147, of which 
$20,954,180 was paid for accrued pensions 
covering periods dating dack to the date of 
the discharge of the soldier who collected, 
or his widow or childret. 5 


—JI[t is believed that the British Parlia- 
ment will be summoned to meet for the dis- 
patch of business on the 19th of January in 
order to give time to discuss rules of pro- 
cedure which must be adopted to put down 
obstruction; also, to discuss the parliament- 
ary-oath difficulty which Bradlaugh has 
raised. Speaker Brand has submitted to 
Gladstone a number of rules for the govern-. 
ment of procedure in the Commons. They 
are understood to be moderate. 


— Col. G. M. Murphy, a leading attorney 
of Hot Springs, Ark., prosecuted one George 
Sad ler for the murder of a Dr. Lyman in De- 
cember last. Sadler was acquitted, and then 
vowed vengeance against Murphy, and yes- 
terday said that Murphy should not live an- 
other day. Murphy heard of the threat, 
sought out Sadler, found him at the Hot 
Springs City-Hall, and shot him four times, 
inflicting fatal wounds. Murphy’s action is 
indorsed by the Hot Springs people. 

Edward Atkinson, of Boston, dejivered 
an address to asmall audience in the judges’ 
hall of the Atlanta (Ga.) Cotton Exposition 
yesterday on the handling and manufactur- 
ing ot cotton. Portions of his address, in 
which he maintained that in the Northern 
and Eastern States the best class of cotton 
goods are made at the least cast, and in 
which he praised the products of the New 


England cotton mills, gave Cissatisfaction 


and subjected him to the criticism of the 
Bourbons. 

An ex-United States Senator, who has 
access to special sources of information on 
the subject of Confederate property, told Tur 
TRIBUNE Washington correspondent yester- 
day that the Confederate coupons maturing 
July 1, 1865, with ponds attached, are spe- 
cially sought after nowadays by a combi- 
nation of Engtish capitalists who are acting 
under the instructions of Jadah P. Benja- 
min. The interest on these bonds was paid 
by the Confederate Government from funds 
alleged to be in the Bank of England on Jan. 
1, 186. The Confederate Government 


July coupons when due were not 
presented for payment, and now the Judah 
P. Benjamin combination of operators has 
made arrangements for the payment of the 
full face value of the coupons from the fund 
on deposit. Hence the demand for this class 
of bonds which has arisen recently. The 
speculators have even gone to the extent of 
making bids for the bonds of the class speci- 
fied now in the United States Treasury. . 


——At the session of the American Mis 
sionary Association at Worcester, Mass., yes- 
terday, the Finance Committee made a formal 
call for $300,000 for the coming year. In re- 
sponse, an unknown individual sent $2,000 
to the platform, with a note stating that $1,000 
was for the association and $500 each for Be- 
rea College and Hampton Institute. Mr. J. 
J. Gregory has contributed $10,000 during 
the past ten years for building purposes at 
Wilmington, N. C. ‘The next meeting will 
be held at Cleveland. O. 


——The Cincinnatians are agitating the 
question of new water-works. ‘The present 
works do not furnish an adequate supply, 
and the quality of that furnished is not good, 
the engines are old, worn, and need frequent 
repairs, and when the river is high repairs 
cannot be made. The City Engineer pro- 
poses to erect new works about ten miles up 
the river at a cost of $5,500,000. 1 he Cincin- 
natians hesitate to adopt this plan, believing 
that the proposed works would cost about 
twice the sum named by the Engineer. 


, ——United States Treasurer Gilfillan’s re- 
port for the fiscal year ending June 30 of 
this year shows an increase in receipts over 
those of the previous year from every source. 
In customs, an increase of $11,637,611; in- 
ternal revenue, $11,255,011; sales of public 
lands, $1,185,356; miscellaneous sources, $3,- 
177,702, The total increase was $27,255,681. 
During the year there was a reduction in ex- 
penditures of $6,930,070, thus .making an in- 


| crease in the surplus revenue of $34,185,751. 


The net revenues for the last year were 
8.00, 782, 292, and the net expenditures 8200. 
712,887. Of the excess $90,872,261 was ex- 
pended in the reduction of the public debt. 


——Guiteau’s counsel made application in 
the Washington Criminal Court yesterday 
for an order to compel the District-Attorney 
to hand over to him certain letters, newspa- 
per scraps, and a pistol taken from the as- 
sasin at the time of his arrest. It is thought 
that Guiteau’s counsel wants the newspaper 
scraps, which are principally from the Stal- 
wart papers, to show that Guiteau was so in- 
fluenced by reading them that he thought it 
a’ patriotic duty to kill President Garfield. 
Application was also made for a postpone- 
ment of the trial on the ground that a Chi- 
cago lawyer, probably Mr. Trude, who Sco- 
ville expected would assist him, had declined 
to do so. Both motions will be decidéd to- 
day. 


Miss Helen Taylor, the daughter of 
the great English politicai economist, John 


Stuart Mill, is assisting Miss Anna Parnell - 


in organizing Ladies’ Land Leagues in Ire- 
land. In a speech which Miss Taylor deliv- 
ered in Dublin Wednesday she said: Never 
did Austria commit in her provinces in 
Italy any atrocities to be compared with 
those now perpetrated in Lreland under the 
Gladstone Administration. I have traveled - 
much, but the only counfry where the things 
happening in Ireland would be possible is 
that country which is ruled by the Turk.” 
Miss Taylor added that the English people 
must soon awake to the sight of the crimes 


' perpetrated in their name.“ Miss Taylor has 


wide and deserved influence in England, as 
was shown a few years ago in London, when 
she was elected by an overwhelming majori- 
ty a member of the London School Board, in 
spite of the prejudice against her sex. 


Argument on the motion to set aside 
the criminal information in the star-route 
cases was begun in the Washington Criminal 
Court yesterday before Judge Cox. The 
Government was represented by Messrs. 
Brewster, Cook, and Bliss, and the star-route 
people by a formidable array of legal talent, 
Judges Wilson*and Shellabarger, Bob Inger- 
soll, Jeff Chandler, and Totten. Wilson 
opened the case for the defense in a brilliant 


wand powerful speech. die maintained that 


there was no authority, no precedent, for 
filing a criminal information in such cases; 
that such a proceeding was not war- 
ranted either by the statute or the common 
law. Ile held that the case should have 
been presented to the grand jury; ridiculed 
the verbiage of the information, and said 
that the proceeding was not founded on 
facts, but on the belief and opinion of Post- 
master-General James and Mr. Woodard. 
He characterized the lawyers for the prose- 
cution as “champion go-as-you-please ad- 
verb-and-adjective slingers.“ In reply to the 
suggestion of Col. Bliss and Col. Cook that 
he outline the ground on which he wanted 
the information set aside in the case of 
Brown, his client, Col. Ingersoll made 
a characteristic speech, ridiculing the lawyers 
for the prosecution, and maintaining that the 
charges made were contradictory and absurd. 
He grew eloquently emphatic when he de- 
clared that “in this country, or any other 
country where Saxon blood gives evidence 
of liberty and manhood, the grand jury 
stands between the citizen and his calumni- 
ator, no matter if that calumniator is an of- 
ficer ot the Cabinet or a President of the 
United States.“ Both Wilson and Ingersoll 
made light of the whole proceeding, and 
were very severe on the Government lawyers, 
who will reply today. They have better 
parts than they are given credit for if they 
shall prove themselves a match for Wilson 
and Ingersoll.

STAR-ROUTES. 
THE PROCEEDINGS. 
Wasarneton, D. C., Nov. 3.— Argument 
on the motion to set aside the criminal in- 
formation in the star-route cases was begun 
this morning.

No. Nostatute hassaid 
so. Suppose the accused did everything just 
as they were charged to have done. Had 
any statute stated that that was fraud?

He then proceeded 
to criticise and ridicule the counts of the in- 
formation, denying that the prosecution had 
shown any offense which had been defined 
as such by statute.

Under the 
Constitution no one could be held to answer 
for any capital or ether infamous crime ex- 
cept upon presentment te or indictment by a 
grand jury. He argued that the crime here 
charged was infamous, and that, therefore, it 
could not be prosecuted by inforination. He 
quoted a number of authorities in support of 
his proposition, and called attention to the 
fact that Sec. 1,040 of the Revised Statutes 
gave the Police Court exclusive jurisdiction 
over all crimes and misdemeanors not infa- 
mous, this impliedly defining all crimes pun- 
ishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
as infamous. In concluding his argument, 
Mr. Wilsun said:“ I Know that your Honor 
appreciates the importance of the question 
presented by this proceeding. It is not the 
accused alone who are interested. The rights 
and interests of all the people of this Nation 
are Involved inthis question. If you decide 
that the District Attorney can, without 
evidence, present a citizen for a grave 
crime (for that is what you must do 
if you sustain this proceeding), if you 
decide that a varty can be presented for an 
offense which has not been defined by any 
staiute (as you must do if you sustain this 
proceeding), you will have put the law of

years ago.” Wilson spoke for over four 
hours.

I suppose that after we shall have heard 
from one of the learned gentlemen on the 
other side, it will be in order to say a few 
words in regard to Mr. Brown, but I am free 
now to contract that if either of you gentle- 
tlemen successfully. answer the argument 
that has been made, I will say nothing about 
Brown. [Laughter.] 

Col. Bliss said that he wished he would be 
perfectly fair about the matter. It might 
happen that some of the points which he was 
to auswer would be presented by Col. Inger- 
soll, which would necessitate his [Bliss“] 
again addressing the Court. He thought, 
therefore, it would be better for Col. Inger- 
soll to precede him. 

Col. ingersoli—I may say, for the enlight- 
enment of Vol. Bliss, that I shall insist that 
the facts set forth in this information in re- 
gard to Mr. Brown, even if all were ad- 
mitted to be true, do not constitute any of- 
tense; secondiy, I shall insist that the facts 
set forth in each and every count are contra- 
dictory, absurd, and impossible. [Laugliter.] 
It is impossible that any such acts should be 
done in any such way. Now, that is my 
general statement—that there is nothing in 
this information charging Brown with any 
indictable offense. Whether an information 
needs facts is another question. I shall in- 
sist that it is impossible that Brown ever con-

INFLUENCE HIM,

to, he would be permitted to do so.

CONFEDERATE BONDS. 
AMOUNT IN THE UNITED STATES TREASURY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasninoarton, D. C., Nov. 3.—The demand 
for Confederate bonds has attracted a good 
deal of attention among the officers ot the 
Government who know anything about the 
subject, both in the Treasury and State De- 
partments. An examination today in the 
Division uf Captured and Abandoned Prop- 
erty of the Treasury Department resulted in 
the discovery of the fact that the Govern- 
ment has in that bureau Confederate bonds 
of the face value of $50,000,000 anda great 
many millionsof Confederate notes. The 
bonds are stacked away on shelves, 
without any eare or order, and have 
been so stored as waste paper since 
the War. If it were possible for evil-dis- 
posed persons to have access to these file- 
rooms, millions of these bonds might easily 
be transferred to 

JUDAH P. BENJAMIN’S SYNDICATE 
in London. In view of the contempt with 
which these bonds have always been re- 
garded in the Treasury, it is perhaps sur- 
prising that before now they have not found 
their way to the waste-paper dealer and the 
pulp vat. Gen. Spinner, when he was United 
States Treasurer and Chase was Secretary of 
the Treasury, wished to avail himself of the 


The ‘Treasury then. had a much smaller 
quantity of the bonds than it now has, but it 
had enough captured at some raid at the 
vaine then current in Nassau to purchase a 
vessel, 
GEN. SPINNER, 
it is now remembered, insisted that to keep 
the bonds in the United States Treasury was 
to heipto give them a value, inasmuch as 
the locking up of so many bonds reduced the 
amount outstanding—that it was just as 
legitimate a means of warfare to use these 
bonds fur money in Nassau as it 
was to forage upon the enenry or 
to use the noted contraband of war, and 
that, moreover, the people of Nassau, who 
were constantly supplying coal to the Rebel 
cruisers, deserved no consideration at the 
hands of the United States. Spinner had ac- 
cumulated enough of these bonds to pur- 
chase a steamer, and had ascertained that 
one could be bought at Nassau with them; 
but Seeretary Chase said: 
“I WILL NOT TOUCH THE STUFF!’ 
and Spinner could not prevail upon him to 
change his mind. Under the administration 
of the Treasury by McCulloch and Boutwell, 
a commission was sent to Europe to recover 
Confederate property, and the commission did 
recover it to the amount of $100,000, but the 
commission presented to the Department a 
bill of $95,000 for the expenses of collection, 
and that amount was paid, so that the Goy- 
ernment only received $5,000, One 
APGER 
has had a contract with the Treasury at dif- 
ferent times to recover Confederate property 
in Europe, of whieh he claimed to have a 
knowledge. The terms of his contract were 
that he should have 50 per cent of 
the amount recovered. But the Treasury has 
never yet received a dollar from him, and 
the contract has now expired. Some time 
since one of ourConsuls in England reported 
to the Consul-Genersl at London that there 
was a very considerable amount of Confed- 
erate property in his consular district, in- 
cluding a quantity of machinery. The re- 
port was sent to the State Department, but 
no action was taken. Some of the special 
agents in Europe claim that the great war 
vessel now owned by Denmark, the Dunder- 
burg, was really Confederate property. 

A FORMER UNITED STATES SENATOR, 
who has had his attention particularly di- 
rected to the subject of Confederate property 
in Great Britain, and who knowsa great deal 
about the operations of Judah P. Benjamin 
in Europe, says that the object of this recent 
purchase is to get the coupons maturing July 
1, 1865, with bonds attached as vonchers. The 
interest upon these bonds was paid by the 
Confederate Government from funds alleged 
to be in the Bank of England up to Jan. 1, 
1865. The Rebellion collapsed the following 
April, Consequently the July coupons when 
due were not presented for payment. My in- 
formant says that a combination of English 
operators has male arrangements for the 
payment of the full face value of these cou- 
pous from the fund on deposit, and are now 
having them cashed for their face valut on 
presentation. 

HENCE THE DEMAND FOR THESE BONDS. 
not being able t purchase them secretly 
owing to the fact that the holders are widely 
scattered, and the bonds themselves out of 
sight and almost oat of remembrance, they 
have resorted to public advertisement.

THE ASSASIN,. 
APPLICATION OF SCOVILLE.

Wasninaron, D. C., Nov. 3.—Today, in 
thé Criminal Court, the assasin’s counsel 
asked for an order to compel the District-At- 
torney to give up certain letters, newspaper 
scraps, and newspapers, and a pistol taken 
from the assasin at the time of his arrest. 
The District-Attorney replied that he held 
them properly as evidence of the crime. The 
Court will probably decide that the assasin’s 
counsel has a right to éxamine them. These 
letters are mainly those in which the assasin 
intimated that he had killed tne President in 
the interest of the Stalwarts, and one in 
which he proposed a Cabinet for Mr. 
Arthur composed of Mr. Conkling, Emery 
Storrs, and others. The clippings from news- 
papers are from the principal Stalwart jour- 
nals, and are chiefly denunciations of Presi- 
dent Garfield, on the ground that he was be- 
traying the Republican pafty.

MOURNING FOR GARFIELD IN VENEZUELA. 
President ‘Guzman Bianco, who, during 
the prostration of the late President Garfield, 
manifested directly and through the Ven- 
ezuelan Minister, Sefior Camacho, the most 
livery interest for his recovery, as soon as 
the news of his death reached Caracas, the 
Capital of Venezuela, ordered by a decree on 
the 14th of October last,“ public duelo,” or 
mourning ceremonies to the memory of our 
late President. The decrée spoke of him as 
one whose valorous struggle and ‘painful 
vicissitudes were followed by mankind 
with anxiety and increasing adwira- 
tion.

Two Arkansas Women on Trial on a 
Charge of Murder.

LitTLeE Rock, Ark., Nov. 3.—The most ex- 
traordinary murder case ever tried in this 
State is now in progress at “Arkadelphia. 
The defendants are Miss Sarah Stokes and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Shelton, who are charged 
with the murder of Miss Malinda Stevens. 
The tragedy occurred near Mineral Springs, 
in Howard County, one day last April. The 
Stokeses and Stevenses are prominent people, 
and live on adjoining farms. Sarah Stokes 
is a young and exceedingly handsome gir! of 
17. Her mother died a year ago, and she has 
had charge of the household affairs ever 
since, looking after the comfort of her father 
and brothers with motherly solicitude. She 
has a violent temper, is quick to resent a 
real or fancied insult, and cherishes im- 
placable hatred towards her enemies. Some 
time ago a sister of Miss Stevens made very 
derogatory remarks concerning Miss Stokes, 
and, this coming to the ears of the latter, she 
swure to revenge it in a terrible manner. It 
is said that the giris were rivals, each wish- 
ing to be considered the belle of the neigh- 
borhood. However this may be Miss Stokes 
at once mounted a horse, and, aecompanied 
by her sister, Mrs. Shelton, set 
out to find Miss Stevens, whom 
they heard was doing some shopping 
in a neighboring town. The two women 
reached the place aftera short and rapid 
ride, but Miss Stevens had been somehow 
warned that they were searching for her and 
advised to keep out of their way, and had 
acted on the suggestion. After visiting all 
the stores in the village and without finding 
Miss Stevens, the women started to return 
home. Miss Stokes was very angry at the 
failure to discover the girl who had, she 
alleged, detamed her, and expres a de- 
termination to keep up the search until Miss 
Stevens wasfound. Presently the twain came 
by the dwelling of the Stevenses, which 
stood near the roadside. The mother of Miss 
Stevens was standing in the yard, and Miss: 
Stokes addressed a few passionate words to 
her. The conversation brought out Miss 
Malinda Stevens, a 14-year-old sister of Miss 
Stokes’ enemy. The girls soon became in- 
volved in abitter dispute. Miss Stokes de- 
nied the statements made by the elder Miss 
Stevens as malicious falsehoods, and the girl 
warmly defended her absent sister. At last 
the taunts of Miss Stokes stung Miss Stevens 
to the quick, and she started impulsively 
forward. Asshe approached the open gate 
Miss Stokes sprang from the horse and 
——— a long, Keen-bladed knife which she 
rad concealed in the bosom of her dress into 
the neck of the advancing girl. MissStevens 
sank on the ground, the blood gushing from 
the wound in torrents. She died ina few 
minutes. ‘The inquest disclosed a rock tight- 
ly clasped in one of her hands. Miss Stokes 
and Miss Shelton were promptly arrested, 
and have been out on bail pending trial. 
The verdict of the jury is awaited with keen 
interest. ‘The tragedy is said to haye ruined 
the Stokes and Stevens families, the mem- 
bers of which are overwhelmed with grief 
and mortification. 


A Tragic and Fatal Encounter at Little 
Rock, Ark.

Hor Sphixds, Ark., Nov. 3.—One of the 
most tragic events in the history of this 
place was enacted this evening. George W. 
Murphy, a lawyer, shot and fatally injured 
George Sadler, a disreputable character. 
The cause of the event is attributed to a sup- 
posed feud which existed for some weeks 
past on aceount of Murphy being employed 
to prosecute Sadler on a charge of killing 
Dr. K. T. Lyman, of Ohio, in this city in De- 
cember last.

It was ex- 
pected that no trouble would ensue between 
the two, until recentiy several rumors bave 
been afloat to the effect that Sadler had 
threatened to ass&sinate Murphy. When 
this rumor reached the ears of the 
latter gentieman, those who best knew 
him at once entertained fears of impend- ; 
ing troubles Murphy sought yg out 
this evening. He encountered 
Central avenue, and what words it is 
not known. However, witnesses state that 
Murphy eould get no satisfaction out of 
Sadler, and that he therefore became inftri- 
ated and drew his pistol and opened fire on 
Sadler. The first shot took effect in Sadler’s 
shoulder. Murphy kept up an intessaut fire 
on his adversary, who broke and ran down 
the street, Murphy still pursuing until he 
had émptied the chambers of his revolver. 
The men then clinched, but were in- 
teriered with . by bystanders. Sadler 
was at once examined, and it was 
found that four shots had taken 
effect, and three of them penetrating the 
vital parts. He cannot live many hours. 
His physicians have given up the case as 
hopeless.

“These are usually called Indian mounds, 
are they not?”

An examination of the in- 
terior constituents of the mounds demon- 
strates the fact that the earth must have been 
brought in some way from the hills some 
distance away. How this was done is, of 
course, a question of interest; but probably 
it was by carrying by hand. 
THE MOUND OF MOST INTEREST. 
here is the one found in the midst of the 
cemetery. It is in the form of thefrustum of 
a cone, some twenty-odd feet in hight, about 
the same in diameter at the base, and half 
that in diameter at the top. The shape of 
this mound has been perfectly preserved 
through all the ages, and bids fair to remain 
to end of time. The top is as

CANADA, 


Items Gathered at Ottawa, 
Spe dt Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Orrawa, Nov. 3.—Sir Charles Tupper has 
intimated to a delegation that the Murray 
Canal would be placed under contract as 
soon as plans and specifications could be got 
ready. The project will connect the exten- 
sive region of the Bay of Quinte with Lake 
Ontario by means of a short canal of no 
great cost in money and not difficult of con- 
struction. The estimated cost of the work 
is $ This canal has been the subject 
of discussion at different times since 183, 
and it is considered that it is of more import- 
ance now than ever before. 

The Gatineau Mining Company have com- 
menced the shipment of iron-ore fram the 
Lawless Mine to Cleveland, O. 

The recent decision of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in favor of the 
plaintiff in the case of Moore of Toronto us. 
The Connecticut Mutual  Life-lnsurance 
Company of Hartford, in which some $25,000 
is involved, has drawn a good deal of atten- 
tion to the affairs of this company in Canada. 

Mr. Charles Moore, a wholesale grocer of 
Toronto, was insured in the Connecticut 
Mutual for $25,000 in favor of his wife, and 
on his death the company refused — 1 
on the ground that Moore had not told all 

truth as to his health at the time of insur- 
— The case went through all the higher 
courts in Canada with varying results, and 
finally the English Privy Council decided in 
favor of Mrs. Moore. 

It has been stated that as the company still 
refuses payment, notwithstanding the decis- 
ion of the court of last resort, application has 
been made to have the company declared 
— tg me and its deposits with the 
Canadian Government distributed, but just 
here an extraordinary discovery is made, 
nothing else, in fact, than that the Connecti- 
cut Mutual has been allowed to withdraw a 
large portion of its deposits. The last annual 
returns laid before Parliament showed that 
the company had deposited with the Receiv- 
e1-General $140,000 in United States regis- 
tered bonds. The September statement shows 
that the deposit then remaining was but 
$100,000. It is true that the company was 
not required by law to put up more than 
$100,000 in the first instance, and it is be- 
lieved that the United States securities put 
up in the first instance, being not then of 

r value, were only estimated at $100,009, 
Dut, having subsequently increased in value, 
their deposit was credited in the official state- 
ments as $140,000. Persons insured by this 
company felt that the company had exceeded 
the requirement of law in the matter of de- 
posit, and felt proportionately secure. Sud- 
denly it is discovered that, without the 
knowledge of the persons most interested or 
of the general public, and in the face of de- 
cisions in the courts making the company 
liable for a large sum, they were allowed last 
May to withdraw $40,000 of their deposit. 
The Connecticut Mutual has ceased to do 
new business here, but has a large number 
of policies still running in Canada, the pres- 
ent worth of which should be nearly 31,000,- 
000. So it would appear that in the event of 
the company being declared insolvent in 
Canada claimants upon the deposit made 
with the Government could not now receive 
more than about 10 per cent of the amount of 
their just claims. 


Hanlan’s Conduct Severely Criticised.

“We learn from reliabte euthority that Ross 
recently made an offer to Hanlan to row in 
St. Louis, but Hanlan declined. He then 
made an offer to give him $1,500 to rowa 
race in Portland, Me. This offer Hanlan 
also declined, and Ross, it is understood, 
seeing that there was no possibility of getting 
a race with Ilanlan this season, wrote to him 
stating that he wished the race to be declared 
off. anlan’s conduct is declared by many 
to be very fishy in connection with these offers, 
and itis held by some that his having the 
date of the race changed from the Ist of the 
month, as it stood on the first articles, to the 
15th, was merely for the purpose of putting 
the race off until so late that tne season 
would interfere or stand as an excuse. In 
view of the offers above made, Hanlan’s ex- 
cuse that 1.000 miles was too far to go tor 
$1,000 would seem to be bottomless, as he 
has gone further to row for a smaller sum.“

Paintings. 

Some Celebrated Works of the Old 
Masters. eth 


A Dinner at Lord Frederick Cavendish’s—The British 
ä Museum. | 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Lonpon, Eng., Oct. 18.— After a rather 
boisterous voyage from New York our 
steamer, the Britannic, reached the harbor 
of Queenstown in ten days, and I can assure 
you a more Welcome ‘haven never greeted 
storm-tossed and weary travelers. The day 
previous wind and waves seemed to have 
spent their fury, and on awakening in the 
morning [ found the sun glimmering through 
the dead light of the cabin, heralding 
a pleasant day, which was followed by 
a moonlight night and a calm sea. 
With a pleasant breeze before us we glided 
onward, passing a large steamer which by 
signals we discovered belonged to the Na- 
tional Line, and also that she had started 
three days before the Britannia. At midnight 
we were still 350 miles from Queenstown on 
this our ninth day out; but, as our progress 
was favorable, we anticipated reaching there 
the following day. Our hopes were not dis- 
appointed, and at half-past 1 o’clock the next 
afternoon word was passed that a tug from 
Queenstown was approaching, when 1 
went out to watch her, 
we soon found ourselves lying just 
outside of the harbor. When the tug came 
up, newspaper men, as usual, boardea the 
steamer, together with an old fruit-vender, 
whose costume and brogue proclaimed un- 
mistakably that she was fresh from the Em- 
erald Isie, while her grotesque appearance 
generally created great amusement among 
us, Afterreceiving the mails and a few pas- 
sengers, the tug departed, and the Britannic 
resumed her course towards Liverpool. The 
channei was as smooth as a river, and, an- 
other moonlight night favoring the end of 
our ocean-voyage, we almost forgot the mid- 
ocean storms, and their dark horizons in the 
beauty surrounding us. On Wednesday, our 
eleventh day out, the Britannic arrived at 
Liverpool, about half-past 8 a. m.: but, being 
obliged to wait two hours to have baggage 
passed by custom-house officers, it was haif- 
past 10 before we left for the London depot. 
At 2 o’clock we started for that city, where 
we arrived in five and a half hours—the dis- 
tance between Liverpool and London being 
200 miles, 

LONDON. 

Procuring accommodations at the Lang- 
ham Hotel—which, like most others in Lon- 
don, is on the European plan—I started out 
the following day to take a glance at some of 
the sights of this wonderful city, so fraught 
with interest in the present as well zs in the 
past. As the day was stormy, 1 took the 
underground railroad, and, on leaving it, 
walked in the direction of St. Martin's 
Church, which. was built by Sir Cristopher 
Wren in the Fifteenth Century; . which 
structure is most Imposing in its 
beautiful provortions and finish. I also 
passed the National Gallery of Paintings; 
but, as time was too limited then to investi- 
gate its treasures, this pleasure Was post- 
poned till the following day, or 1 may say 


days. 

While at breakfast next morning I was 
handed an invitation to dine at the residence 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish on the follow- 
ing Friday, which at first I concluded to de- 
cline, not having provided myself with a. 
dress-suit; but, on reconsidering the matter, 
[ changed my mind, and proceeded to a fash- 
jionable tailor to order the necessary cos- 
tume, which he promised to have ready at 
the required time. Lord Frederick is the 
second son of the Duke of Devonshire, and 
head-ofticer of the Treasury of Great Britain. 

In the meantime, I visited Somerset House. 
This celebrated structure is very large, there 
being two immense court-yards surrounded 
by buildings, within whose walls is conduct- 
ed all the business of the revenue of the 
Kingdom. After leaving this. 1 passed the 
Egyptian Obelisk, and proceeded to the 

NATIONAL GALLERY OF PAINTINGS, 
where we are brought face to face with most 
of the celebrated masters, and where can 
traced the progress of art from age to age. 
Here Titian greets us with his warm hues; 
Rubens with his rich coloring; the painter 
of “bonne compagnie,” Paoli Veronese, 
“with his lords and ladies, fair-haired 
beauties and richiy-attired knights, his 
draperies of satin, and damask, and cloth of 
gold and silver,“ and all this harmonious 
and finely toned; Correggio, the master of 
the school of Parma, the painter of Antidpe, 
that eternal wonder; Guido, Murillo, Tento- 
retto, Vandyck, Cuyp, Rembrandt, Poussin ; 
and, in a Word, all the grandest masters the 
world ever knew. 

Among all these illustrious names none ap- 
peal more — 4 to the imagination than 
those of Ruysdaél, Wynants, Hobbema, and 
Vau der Neer, in the very simplicity of their 
subjects—subjects without pretension, and 
sometimes without a name, but always full 
of voesy. There are no monuments here, no 
ruins of temples or palaces; ~~“ lu- 
stead, a few rusties about isap- 
pearing, after their day’s labor, 
in the mists of the horizon; or perhaps a 
frozen river or a forest-scene. Van der Neer 
idealizes the most ordinary landscapes by 
throwing over them a shimmer of moonlight 
—thus interesting us in a lowly cabin where 
the poor are sleeping, while the scanty 
foliage of some stunted trees, scattered here 
and there, is fluttering in the night-wind, 
And how it entrances us to run across the 
thickets of Ruysdaél, or to contemplate the

in their twilight beauty! - we see an 
island-forest Surrounded ¥Y slumbering 
water; and, just beyond, a frequented glade 
which the neighboring cattle traverse to 
reach the borders of the stream where they 
quench their thirst. The sky, of a limpid 
blue, is becoming overcast with clouds as- 
cending from the horizon, which, gathering 
in fleecy masses above the trees, subdue the 
light that glides so naturally through the 
forest’s sombre green, and over the crimson 
and yellow foliage that skirts the shores. 
Nothing seems to break the silence of this 
landscape save the rippling waters; and there 
are none who gaze on this tranquil scene by 
the great Holland painter without perceiving 
that Nature is truly appreciated by these 
masters of the North—nothing being deemed 
unworthy of their pencils, not even the stone 
by the roadside, the dew on a blade of grass, 
the least ripple of water ruffled by the breeze 
or the pebbles on the shore. 

The arresting picture among those of Ilob- 
bema is the 

‘AVENUE MIDDELHARNIS, HOLLAND,” 
as it is his birthplace, and full of inspiring 
beauty with its aerial perspectives and magic 
coloring. Looking up a long avenue in the 
centre of the picture we see the gleaming 
chureh-tower of a village, and its white 
houses nestling in the shadows of overhang- 
ing branches, while a sportsman, with his 
dog and gun, approaches the foreground on 
the road leading from the village. On the 
right and left there are plantations, and 
to the right farm buildings and 
gardens in addition—thus giving the 
characteristic finish to this rural 
Scene. And again we stop to gaze on the 
„Village with Water-Mills,” by this great 
Holiand painter. A little riverin the fore- 
ground, with three wheels erected over it, a 
tew ducks paddling in the water, and trees in 
the background—and this is all! But. as it 
is a dream—a marvel—I cannot describe it, 
and 1 leave it with that vague feeling of mel- 
ancholy mingled with awe which is 2 
inspired by these painters of the North, in 
whose conception there is so much senti- 
ment.

Here 
we are among the Kings and Queens of an- 
cient Egypt, among whom is the mummy of 
Cleopatra of the family of Soter, in its vault- 
ed coflin and gorgeous decorations; but, as 
my letter is already quite lengthy, further 
description must be postponed.

Thus Folger had in these two city counties 
8,188 more votes than Garfield did, while in 
the remainder of the State Warfield had 911 
more votes than Folger did. We should be 
rather slow to accept the votes of New York 
City and Brooklyn as a genuine test of popu- 
larity in all cases. There is notoriously more 
trading going on there at every election—as 
Mr. George Bliss lately confessed—than in 
all other parts of the State combined. 


FORCING WAGES ABOVE THE MARKET. 
The long strike of the ironworkers at Cin- 
cinnati is at an end, and the ironworkers 
have resumed at terms not quite so favorable 
as those which they struck against some six 
monthsago. The mill-owners had been pay- 
ing 5 per cent more than the regular rates at 
Pittsburg, but the workmen, who had been 
filling themselves with Communistic litera- 
ture, demanded an increase of 2 per cent 
additional. The owners could not afford to 
pay this advance unless asimilar advance 
were made m competing cities, but the em- 
ployés were obdurate in their exaction, and 
resolved to hold out. The natural conse- 
quence was the closing of the mills during 
the entire season, from last spring till now. 
The men have gone to work at last on the 
basis of the old pay, but with the understand- 
ing that after June 1 next the wages shall 
be the same as those paid at Pittsburg, or 5 
per cent jess than the present and old rate. 

It is estimated that this strike has inflicted 
a loss in wages of about a million and a 
half dollars upon the ironworkers. About 
2,000 men have been out of employment since 
last May. They have exhausted all their re- 
sources. They drew upon the “ union” in 
other cities for several weeks, until that sup- 
ply was exhausted. They then used up all 
their savings, and lived as long as they could 
upon their credit at the stores, bakeries, and 
groceries. They would not go back to work 
at the market rate of wages until they could 
no longer borrow money to live on or obtain 
eredit from the butcher, baker, and grocer. 
Meanwhile they had been at the expense of 
buying off workmen who came from other 
cities and paying their fare back home. 
Other expenses naturally incident to a life 
of idleness and intemperance have been in- 
volved in the strike, and it will probably take 
two years to place individuai workmen upon 
as good a footing as they were at the time 
they undertook to bulldoze their employers 
into paying higher wages than could be af- 
forded. 

Whether considered from the principle in- 
volved or the practical results, it is evident 
that the workingmen must always be the 
chief sufferers in such a strike against the 


market rates, and in the end must sustain 


defeat. Asa practical proposition it is clear 
that the capitalists, whatever their loss may 
be, are better prepared to endure a suspen- 
sion of production than are the laborers. 
The latter live upon their weekly wages; the 
others have various resources to fall back 
on. With the capitalists the. question is 
simply one of loss or gain. It is for them to 
determine whether they can better afford to 
meet the demands of the employés or to close 
their business. In the latter case they lose 
the interest on their investment and the 
taxes they pay. If they find that their losses 
by continuing business at an increased rate 
of wages exceed the losses from a suspension 
of business, it follows as a matter of course 
that they close their works. A seasonof idle- 
ness will in such case be less costly to them 
than a season of work, and they spare them- 
selves the natural risks, worry, and anxiety 
that are inseparable from business. If such 
suspension threatens to outlast their patience 
or resources they seek to convert their capi- 
tal into other uses; ordinarily, they await 
the time when the workmen shall conclude 
to resume operations. With the laborers the 
case presents a very different aspect. The 
employé skilled in ironwork, or any special 
trade, hasasa ruleno other means of earning 
his living, and he depends upon his earnings 
for the support of his family. If he has 
saved a little money, itis only a question of 
a few weeks or a few months at most when 
this surplus shall be exhausted by a life of 
idjeness. If he has invested his savings ina 
home or other property, he must look for- 
ward to a sacrifice thereof by his failure to 
provide current support. Hence the work- 
man in demanding wages above the market 
is not in a position to fight the capitalist on a 
basis of inactivity, and it is foolhardy to try 
it after repeated demonsirations of his in- 
ability. 

The principle of the Cincinnati strike also 
placed the ironworkers at a disadvantage. 
They were already receiving higher wages 
than the same class of labor was paid at 
Pittsburg and other competing points. It 
was unreasonable and unfair to demand stil! 
further increase. However well disposed 
the Cincinnati mill-owners may have been 
toward their workmen, they could not af- 
ford to pay 25 per cent more for labor than 


,man-American mechanie on American soil. 


could earn. How ———— then, for 
the Cincinnati mill-owners to increase their 
expenses by adding 20 per cent,to the cost of 
their labor and continue to sell at the same 
price asked by the Pittsburg owners ? 
They could not get higlier prices for their 
stuff in the same market than their Pittsburg 
competitors, and they would be forced either 
to sell at a loss or accumulate stuff without 

selling at all, and borrowing money to pay 
wages. Of course it was cheaper for them to 
close their mills than to continue. If such an 
alternative were to last it would be cheaper 
for them to go out of the iron business alto- 
gether, sell off their plant and machinery at 

a loss, and invest their remaining capital in 
some other direction. 

The Cincinnati ironworkers were guilty of 
both folly and injustice when they refused to 
work except upon terms which their employ- 
ers could not afford to pay. They were 
guilty of something like a crime when by 
violence they refused to permit other men to 
work atterms which they themselves were 
not willing to accept. But they have paid 
the penalty of their folly and injustice by 
half a year of idleness with the loss and suf- 
fering incident thereto. They may have 
inflicted some loss upon their employers, 
but none which compares to their own. 
They have merely repeated an old experi- 
ence in which others of this class have suf- 
fered without avail, and in that they have 
proceeded in an unreasoning manner. Ig- 
norance lies at the bottom of al! such trou- 
bles. The trades-union classes obstinately 
refuse to recognize the hard and inflexible 
law of supply and demand which governs 
all business. An iron-mill is not an elee- 
mosynary or philanthropic institution. It is 
run to make money. Capital will net invest 
in that or any other business without the 
hope and prospect of return. It is onlya 
question of time when that or any other busi- 
ness will be abandoned if the exactions for 
labor and other expenses exceed the prices 
obtained for the products. The employers 
must take care of themselves, or else their 
effects pass into the hands of the Sheriff and 
they become bankrupt. In either case the 
business ceases. The workingmen are bound 
to be governed by this inexorable condition 
of things just as well as the employers; and 
when they refuse to obey the law of supply 
and demand they are sure to come to grief 
sooner or later. 


AGRICULTURE IN GERMANY. 
Prince Bismarck has undertaken through 
the medium of A Congress of German Agri- 
culturists “ to prove that American competi- 
tion in breadstuffs and beef products threatens 
the destruction of German agriculture; and 
what is more, he has 15 7 alarmingly 


well. Of course the congress was instigated 
by Bismarck, and equally, of course, it re- 
solves that the remedy, lies in Governmental 
interference, for if there is a grievance in 
Germany that the Government cannot redress 
the way is opened for a suggestion looking 
to the reform of the Government itself, and 
in that reform who knows what would be- 
come of William and the Prince? 

In the Government of the old régime the 
first consideration, of course, is the safety of 
the State, and the State is a man. In the 
ease of Germany, Emperor William blesses 
his subjects, Prince Bismarck governs them, 
and Von Moltke leads them against their 
enemies (the enemies of the Emperor, the 
Prince, and the General) in battie. 

It does not seem to have occurred to the 
Congress of German Agriculturists that 
such a Government as they live under cosis 
a great. Hal of money. But suppose it had 
oceurred to them, would they like to mention 
the fact to Prince Bismarck? Probably not. 
For the first specification on this head would 
be a suggestion for the disbandment of the 
arm y—400,000 strong on a peace footing, and 
1,250,000 on a war footing, to say nothing of 
a navy of a hundred ships or 80 
and 500 or 600 guns. And of what 
use would be the fat old Emperor, 
and the erusty Prime Minister, and the stern 
old General, without an army and a navy? It 
is singular that some member of the congress 
of oppressed agricuiturists did notremark 
that Germany would stand on a better 
footing to compete with the American 
graln-growers and cattle-raisers if the tax 
for the support of the German army and navy 
were removed. Thearmy exhausts the re- 
sources of Germany in two ways—by taxation 
and by the twelve years’ service it requires 
in the line and the landwehr of its able- 
bodied young men. The soldier raises 
neither wheat nor cattle, and he has to be 
supported by the producers. The producer’s 
boys are “grabbed ” by the Government and 
forced into the army, and the producer him- 
self taxed to support them in idleness. Either 
the German agriculturists are dull not to 
have thought of all this, or they are so de- 
voted to William that they have not the heart 
to deprive him of the pleasure of reviewing 
half a million troops, or they are too 
timid to speak up on the subject. 
They come very near to letting the 
cat out of the bag though when they re- 
mark that, notwithstanding the Americans 
raise scarcely half the wheat per acre of the 
English yield, still they have ruined the En- 
glish agriculturist and are sure to ruin the 
Germah agriculturist too, unless the Emper- 
or and the Prince shall come to his help 
with a measure of ‘“tax-reform,” which 
means a prohibitory duty on American 
wheat and beef. They declare that American 
cheap wheat and beef help the German con- 
sumer, but crush the German producer, 
and demand that the consumer shall now be 
crushed and the producer helped. In a word, 
they demand that wheat and beef shall be 
made dear, not sufficiently reflecting that the 
consumers of breadstutfs are producers of 
other things, and that these other things will 
necessarily be made dear to an extent re- 
quired to cover the increased cost of produc- 
tion. 

Another effect of Bismarck’s proposed tax- 
reform measure to save German agriculture 
from collapse will be to drive more Germans 
away from the Fatherland. High-priced pro- 
visions will react upon all manufacturing in- 
terests, making high-priced products, and so 
limiting the market for them. Cheap pro- 
visions are absolutely essential to cheap man- 
ufactured goods. More wheat, and corn, and 
beef, and pork than coal, and iron, and brass 
enter into the construction of fine manu- 
factured articles. Where brain and brawn 
can be made cheapest, there eventually shov- 
els, and hoes, and axes, and Knives, and 
forks, and spoons can be made cheap- 
est, too. If Bismarck taxes the pro- 
visions of the artisan, the artisan will 
come to America and set up his shop here, 
where provisions are cheap; and in the end 
the American surplus wheat, and corn, and 
beef, and pork will be consumed by the Ger- 


In a word, agricuiture is the basis of all na- 
tional prosperity, and when agriculture 
breaks down in a country the superstructure 
—all other industrial interests—is destined 
soon to totter to its fall. If Germany cannot 
compete with Americans in raising wheat 
and cattle, no more can she, “in the long 
run,” in making railway-iron and loco- 
motives. 

The cry of despair of the German agri- 
culturists is an impeachment of the old sys- 
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im affording a contrast between the old and 
the new, favorable to the latter. Forexample: 
What an absurd spectacle is presented by the 
Government which reeognizes Kingship by 
Divine tight and representation by clicice 
of the representative peers. Such a Govern- 
ment can only be ‘maintained in modern 
times by a standing army; and a standing 
army robs while it menaces the people upon 
whom it is imposed. The people who sus- 
tain such a Government are sure to be 
distanced in the industrial race, not only in 
agriculture, but in every other department 
uf the practical arts, by the people who con- 
stitute and administer their own Govern- 
ment, the modern Government, the Republic. 
— 
GLADSTONE’S RETIREMENT. 

Some of the English papers have an- 
nounced that Mr. Gladstone not only con- 
templates resigning his position as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, but that he also 
ineditates retiring from political life alto- 
gether. The announcement has caused 
much excitement in England, especially as 
in his recent speech at Leeds the Premier de- 
clared his convictions that the future of the 
Liberal party is so well assured that it does 
not need him any longer; andin another 
speech he left his hearers to infer that he 
had taken into serious consideration the 
question who might eventually be his suc- 
cessor in the leadership. ‘ 

There are several reasons why Mr. Glad- 
stone should contemplate such a step, and 
prominent among them is that of physical 
inability to perform the severe and trying 
duties of Premier. He is now 72 years of 
age. His intellectual powers are still unim- 
paired, a striking illustration of which is his 
recent delivery of six or seven long ad- 
dresses in as many days in the large English 
towns. These efforts, however, prostrate 
him, and he has made no continuous effort of 
late that has not reacted upon him unfavora- 
bly, for he is a man of such nervous temper- 
ament that whatever he does he does with all 
his might. It no other reason existed for his 
retirement, that of physical weakness alone 
would be suflicient to compel him to give up 
his duties before long. 

There are other reasons equally forcible 
which may be foundin the program of the 
Liberal party. That party contemplates 
certain radical measures which are destined 
toentailamighty struggle when they are 


brought forward—a struggle which a man 


at his age and with his lack of physical en- 
durance may well shrink from entering. 
They are not measures of. a foreign charac- 
ter, for Mr. Gladstone has been very success- 
ful in settling the foreign relations of Great 
Britain. The Afghanistan question is set- 
tled, and the Afghan factions are left to work 
out their own salvation. To all Appearances 
South African matters are settled fora long 
time to come by the new convention with the 
Boers. There is no cause for alarm in India, 
and England’s relations with the Conti- 
nental Powers are satisfactory. The Egyp- 
problem and the advance of Aus- 
tria towards the Atgean are questions 
that can safely be relegated to the future, 
and neither of them involves the probability 
ef war. The great measures likely to come 
up are domestic in character, and the battle 
must be fought outathome. One of these 
is the enfranchisement of the rural districts 
and the redistribution of seats in Parliament, 
so as to do away with the present unequal 
concentration of power in small districts. 
The Liberals will make a desperate effort to 
accomplish this, for the agricu!tural laborers, 
once enfranchised, will vote with them, 
while the aristocrats and landowners, and 
perhaps even the farmers, will as bitterly 
contest it, and a contest of formi- 
dable dimensions will ensue in which 
an infirm old man might well shrink 
from taking the position of leader. The sec- 
ond great measure which must inevitably 
come up for settlement before long is that of 
land reform in England and Scotland. The 
agitation for a land law similar to that passed 
for Ireland has commenced, and the tenants 
of Great Britain are already beginning to 
demand tenure, fixity of rent, the right to 
their improvements, an interest in their 
lands, and all the general measures of relief 
which have been. granted to their Trish 
brethren. Coincident with these reforms, 
they will demand the abolition of the laws of 
primogeniture and entail and the same 
free system of division and sale of 
lands that obtains in France and the 
United States. This will meet with 
even a more bitter opposition from the 
aristocracy than the attempt to enfranchise 
the rural districts. Mr. Gladstone is a mem- 
ber of the aristgcracy, and he must either 
cut loose from it or head his party in an as- 
sault upon some of its dearest rights. Aman 
of Mr. Gladstone’s advanced time of life and 
physical infirmities may well shrink from 
such herculean tasks and avoid them by ab- 
solute retirement. His reputation is made 
and nothing can now impair its brilliancy if 
he should leave public life in the hight df 
his fame. Should heremain longer and en- 
gage in desperate enterprises that are beyond 
his strength he might be forced into retire- 
ment under the cloud of defeat, if not of 
something worse.

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Grain georege Capacity of Chicago vs. 
Buffalo. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Nov. 8.—Will you please in- 
form me what is * relative storage capacity 
for grain in Buffalo and Chicago? I beard some 
persons today claiming that the gruin storage 
capacity of Buffalo exceeded that of Chicago, 
which I beg leave to doubt, but would like to 
know the facts. INQUIRER, 

The nominal storage capacity of the Buffalo 
elevators is about 8,200,000 bushels. The actual 
capacity is considerably iess than this, however, 
as each cargo is kept by itself, unless the con- 
trary be especially agreed to by the owner of 
the grain. The Buffalo elevators were built 
rather with a view tu transfer capacity than to 
holding. They can (nominally) transfer 2,600,000 
bushels per day from vessel to boat or car. 

The nominal capacity of the Chicago elevators, 
now operating, is about 20,500,000 bushels; and 
this does not include room for nearly 4,000,000 
bushéis now in process of construction. The ac- 
tual capacity at present is perhaps 16,000,000 
bushels, the nominal figures being understood to 
include the room which could be obtained by 
flooring over the railroad tracks, and filling each 
bin to the top. 

Our correspondent will see that Chicago has a 
very much greater capacity than hes Buffalo for 
storing grain.

ATLANTA'S EXPOSITION. 


Address by the Mon. Edward Atkine 
son, of Boston, to Which the South- 
erners Take Exception. |

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 3.—The Hon. Edward 
Atkinson, of Boston, delivered an address at 
the Judges’ Hall on the Exposition Grounds 
this morning upon the subject of handling 
and manufacturing cotton, to an audience 
smaller than was ever present before on the 
grounds on a similar cecasion.

BALDWIN’S SWINDLE. 
SPECULATION AS TO WHAT HE DID WITH 
THE MONEY. 

Rpecial tch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 3.—The one point of 
speculation among Newark people today, in 
connection with the failure of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, ‘concerns the use Baldwin made of the 
money which has disappeared. The state- 
ment that appeared today relative to his 
speculations in Wall street bas materially 
weakened the faith of the Newark people in 
his statement or confession, as it is called, 
and the belief that he lost most of his pilfer- 
ing in unwise speculations in Wall street is 
gaining ground as bearing upon the question 
of what classes will be most affected by the 
failure, Mr. Shelley, the Bank Examiner, 
has prepared some statistics which he kindly 

furnishes this evening: 
THIS TABLE SHOWS 
that, of the 1,006 depositors, 258 had less than 
850 on deposit, 86 had between 860 and $100, 
398 between $100 and $500, 117 between $500 
and $1,000, 176 between $1,000 and $5,000, 30 
between $5,000 and 810,000, and 24 upwards 
of $10,000. There were twenty-seven de- 
positors whose accounts were slightly over- 
drawn. These do not inelude Nugent or 
Baldwin. “In fact,” said Mr. Shelley, 
Baldwin appears on the books as a creditor 
of the bank.

THE NEWARK CRASH. 
CAREER OF CHRISTOPHER NUGENT—HOW 
THE MAN LEARNED HIS TRADE—HIS 
FARMING ENTERPRISE—AGAIN IN THE

C. Nugent & Co.’s storeroom at William 
and Spruce streets, in this city, was deserted 
all day yesterday by everybody except 
one clerk. The floor was covered with cases 
filled with moroceo leather, each one 
of which, said the clerk, was worth 
$500; but the law had laid its 
clutches upon them, and the active bustle so 
common in the house had ceased. The shut- 
ters were up and business was suspended. 
James Nugent, who was in the city on Mon- 
day, was in Newark yesterday at the factory, 
which has continued in operation as if 
nothing had happened. He is the practical 
man of the firm, though his brother Chris- 
topher, like himself, is a journeyman moroc- 
co dresser. 

It was his business to take care of the 
factory,” said the clerk,“ and I don’t be- 
lieve that he knows any more about this 
thing than I do. Christopher is the man 
who can talk probably, but he is in bed with 
a cold; it isn’t serious, and he will be outin 
a day or so, 1 think.“ 

DOWN IN THE “SWAMP” 
the failure caused a great deal of comment. 
Nugent was, of course, very well known to 
the leather trade, but was far from popular, 
if the burden of conversation which a 
Tribune reporter had with a number of 
dealers in Gold and Spruce streets fur- 
nished a test, yet no effort was anywhere 
made to deny the immensity of his business. 
Among the suberdinates emploved in the 
“Swamp” there are many who once worked 
for C. Nugent & Co., and such, as a rule, 
were chary in all expressions of sympathy. 
He was a hard task-master, they said, and 
some of them recailed with expressions of 
amusement the episode of Denis Kearney’s 
visit here, in September, 1878, when he spoke

his manufactures amounted, about 1872, to 
nearly 350 dozen skinsaday.

n staggering under a weg that 
was doun to crush him. n 1873 
he was seriously embarrassed by the 
strike of his workmen, numbering then 
about 300. He paid small wages and so cur- 
tailed their earnings that the Merocco Dress- 
ers’ Union went on strike against him. It 
was a very bitter contest, but Nugent met it 
with a determined front. Me surrounded 
his tannery with policemen, and substituted 
machines and common laborers of all kinds 
for the skilled labor which theretofore had 
been considered indispensable. He won the 
day, and ever since the mechanics of New- 
ark have had a deep grudge against him. It 
is said that his victory cost him Cear, how- 
ever, as his producis sank greatly In the 
estimation of the trade, and have never since 
commanded as good prices, within 10 to 15 
per cene, as * did formerly. He has 
never since been able to restore skilled labor. 
Nugent suffered, too, by the panic of 1873 
and 1874, and an estimate of the amount of 
bad debts made in these and the two years 
following, places it at $180,000. It was a 
thing Very well understood at thetime by the 
trade, that the Mechanics’ Bank-of Newark 
tided him over that crisis, and it was the bur- 
den of much comment yesterday that a fact 
so generally known as was this at the time, 
should seemingly have been passed without 
notice by the other officers of the bank, for 
it was in 1873, Baldwin confesses, that he be- 
gan to make the irreguiar loans whose ac- 
cu mulation has now brought such widespread 
ruin. 
A RESIDENT OF NEWARK, 
who is familiar with the business of the 
Nugents and also the bank, suggested as an 
explanation that the Directors of the bank 
were all men who had active business inter- 
ests of theirown, and were not at all inti- 
mately acquaigted either with Mr. Nugent 
or the affairs of the bank which they were 
supposed to manage. Nugent is said to live 
very extravagantly, but to have never 
acquired any of polish which would 
seem desirable in one cocauying Se rom- 
inent position he has hitherto filled in the 
alfairs of Newark. The loans which he was 
forced to make in order to save himself in 
1873 from private persons as well as from 
banks are said to have cost him enormously 
on the interest account, but there is still a 
failure to understand how $2,000,000 could 
have. been used up in eight years without 
leaving any trace, except the pile of notes in 
the bank vault which Cashier Baldwin says 
is two feet high.

A FATHER’S DEATH. DURING A QUARREL 
WITH HIS SON OVER THE GETTING OF 
MEANS FOR DRINK.

New York, Nov. 2.—The presence of the 

Coroner at 126 Monroe street was demanded 
this afternoon by the police of the Seventh 
Precinct to hold an inqnest on Francis 
Weiligman, aged 58, a tailor, who, the brief 
announcement sent by the police said, “* had 
been killed by his son Henry this after- 
noon.”

Mr. C. B. Peck, of the Grand Trunk, 
Will Be General Manager of the An- 
glo-American Construction Company. 
Mr. C. B. Peck, General Traffic Manager 

of the Chicago & Grand Trunk Railway, has 
sent his resignation to General Manager 
Hickson, of the Grand Trunk, with the re- 
quest that it should go into effect Dec. 1. 
Mr. Peck’s resignation has not yet been ac- 
cepted, but there is hardly a doubt that it 
will be, as Mr. Hickson will uot stand in the 
way of his chance to improve his condition. 
Mr. Peck resigned in order to accept the po- 
sition of General Manager of the Anslo- 
American Construction Company, which is 
building the Chicago, Portage & Lake Supe- 
rior Railway. Rapid headway is being made 
in the construction of this road, and the com- 
pany expects to have forty miles of road 
built by Jan. 1, Id - twenty miles at each 
end.

Mr.. Peck, who will have charge of this 
road, is an able and experienced railroad 
man, and his appointment gives assurance of 
the success of the enterprise. He has held 
many important railroad:vositions, in all of 
which he has more than distinguished hin 
self. Atonetime he was General Freight 
Agent of the Grandffrunk, and afterwards 
became Receiver of the Chicago & Lake 
Huron Railroad, running from Valparaiso, 
Ind., to Port Huron, Mich. His able and 
efficient management of the property, added 
greatly to his good reputation as a railroad 
officer. When the road went into the hands 
of the Grand Trunk, Mr. Peck was appointed 
General Manager of the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk, the successor of the Chicago & Lake 
Huron. As by the consolidation of the Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk and the Grana Trunk, 
about a year ago, the position of General 
Manager of the former became superfluous, 
Mr. Peck was appointed General 
Traffic Manager of the Grand ‘Trunk’s 
business in the West, which position he how 
resigns to accept a still more important 
trust.

It is still an up-hill job to get any definit 
information regarding the Vanderbilt fast 
train at the Lake Shore office in this city. 
General Passenger Agent Johnson and Di- 
vision Superintendent Parsons are still in 
Cleveland, making arragements for the run- 
ning of the traiu. while the officials here are 
as dumb as oysters, having evidently been 
instructed to give no information to any 
one except a sensational morning sheet which 
has for years been recognized as the Michi- 
gan Southern’s personal organ, and for this 
reason has always made itself disliked with 
other roads. Even with this sort of lever- 
‘age, some of the information given ex- 
clusively to the Lake Shore organ has not 
been of the most reliable nature, and was 
evidently published for the purpose of bluff- 
ing somebody.

Jounsrown, Pa., Nov. 3.—The Somerset & 
Cambria Branch Road of the Pittsburg Divi- 
sion of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was 
formally opened at this, the terminal point, 
with interesting ceremonies today. A spe- 
cial train composed of five palace, parlor. 
and sleeping cars, and the private car of 
President John W. Garrett and Mr, John W. 
Davis, assistant to the First Vice-President 
of the company, arrived here this morning 
from Baltimore, bringing about 100 of. the 
leading merchants, manufacturers, and capi- 
talists of that city, together with Mayor La- 
trobe, Collector of the Port; John L. 
Thomas, Treasurer; John A. Robb, Con- 
troller; Joshua Vanzandt, and other 
Baltimore officials. President Garret, Mr. 
John W. Davis, T. M. King, General Super- 
intendent of the Pittsburg Division, G. M. 
Serpel, master of the road, and a number of 
the Directors of the Baltimore & Ohio ac- 
companied the excursion. This new branch 
road of the Baltimore & Ohio commences at 
Rockwood, Somerset County, Pa., forty- 
nine miles westof Cumberland, on the Pitts- 
burg Division,/and is forty-six miles in length 
to Jolunstowne Cambria County, Pa., where 
are located the mammoth Columbia steel and 
iron works, the largest manufactory of the 
kind in America. There are also several 
other large iron foundries in the town, and 
the country in the M abounds with rich 
iron ore and limestone. The building of the 
new road was commenced in April, 1880, and 
finished the — part ot the present year. 
Although trains have been running since the 
completion of the line, the road was not 
formally opened until today. On the 
arrival of the exeursion party from Baltimore, 
they were met at the depot here by a reception 
committee com posed of the leading men of the 
town, who escorted them to Union Hall, where 
the ceremonies took place. The address of 
welcome was made bythe Hon. Horace Rose, 
in which he expressed the hope that the 
great business interests of Baltimore and the 
entire South would now be more closely 
united with the great manufactoriesof West- 
ern Pennsylvania.

A ROMANCE OF CRIME. 


A Murderer of Twenty Years Ago on 
Trial. 
Philade'phia Times. 

One of the most startling romances of 
crime is being developed in the trial ot Theo- 
dore McGurk for the willful murder of James 
Needs, a colored porter of White’s dental 
establishment, this city, who, nearly twenty 


‘years ago, was found bound, gagged, and 


murdered by safe-robbers. It was at a time 
when that association of crime, the Moya- 
mensing hose, was in full swing that this 
faithful janitor was murdered. The assasins 
were believed to be members of the hose, 
end so effectively did they cover up the trecks 
of their crime that no clew to the murderers 
was ever obtained, and the crime 
became lost in the oblivion of 
time. Eighteen years passed away, when 
suddenly the news came from Erie, in the 


‘northwestern part of the State, that the mur 


derer of James Needs was in custody. The 
story. of the capture and the events which 
led to it is thus described by the witnesses: 
A few years ago a young and exceedingly 
beautiful widow of McKean, Erie County, 
the daughter of a well-known and highly- 
respected farmer; came to this city for the 
purpose of ministering to the temporal and 
spiritual needsof the poor and unfortunate of 
Philadelphia. Having just lost her husband, 
even in the honeymoon of their marriage, 
she had no inclination to return to the 
society she formerly moved in, but expressed 
an earnest desire to devote herself to 
God. In this desire she was assisted 
by Christian friends, and she entered 
one of our hospitals. While performing 
the duties of a nurse or sister, it was her 
lot to minister to the wreck of what was once 
a fine-looking man. He was but little known, 
and was considered beyond human aid. He 
appeared to be unconscious of his danger, 
and discouraged all eiforts to discover his 
identity, which he was anxious to conceal. 
Believing his days to be numbered, the young 
widow felt the tenderest compassion for her 
patient, and frequently sat at his bedside 
reading to him or conversing with him about 
the salvation of his soul. The man would 
lie staring at her for hours, drinking in, as 
she supposed, the words of comfort she be- 
lieved she was giving. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, the man recovered, and when he was 
about to be discharged he called his gentle 
nurse and begged her for God's sake save 
him from returning to a life of crime. He 
told her that for many years he 
had been associated with a powerful 
organization in this city, whose mem- 
bers considered no crime too deep for 
commirsion. He had participated in deeds 
of violence that would appall her could she 
but know, and he was anxious to escape 
from their toils; wouldshe give him a chance 


to save that soul she proiessed to be so anx- 


ious about by getting him a place out in 
the country away from the temptations of this 
citv? The young lady agreed to help him 
in his endeavor to help himself, and to that 
end she wrote her. father requesting him to 
find a place on the farm for this misguided 
but repentant brother, Farmer Ellis con- 
scented, and the man of crime was transplant- 
ed to one of the most beautiful of rural spots 
in Pennsylvania. Here he worked hard for 
some time, attended church, became a com- 
municant, and began to be regarded as an 
exemplary character. It was noticed that he 
shunned company, and whenevor visitors 
came from Philadelphia or other large cities 
of the State he would absent himself from his 
duties 94 the house and avoid letting himself 
be Sceik. 

In course of time the young widow’s health 
made it necessary for her to abandon her 
course of life and return to her home in Erie 
County. Thenit was that eyes of the 
servant and reclaimed sinner were lifted up 
inelove for the young mistress. The man's 
fine form had developed by work, and, pos- 
sessing a good address and fine education, he 
begun nis wooing after the most approved 
method, But the lady gave him no encour- 
agement. Her love was buried with her 
dead husband, and she assured her convert 
that he must relinquish all hopes of ever 
being any more to her than a sinner 
brought to Jesus through her et- 
forts. - But this he -urged as one of his 
strongest claims to her love. She had 
saved his soul, and ought to complete the 
good work by saving his body, ete. Mrs. 
Sanborn resisted his wooing with becoming 
dignity, but when his importunities became 
offensive she acquainted her father, and the 
man was not allowed in the house when she 
was present. About this time an accident 
brought about the fact that McGurk hada 
wife and two children living in Michigan, he 
having abandoned them there. Mrs. San- 
born was shocked at the deception practiced 
by her convert, and more than ever sought 
to avoid. him. When spoken to about his 
deserted wife, and reproved for lis wicked- 
ness in daring to offer infamy to one who 
had been so kind to him, the convert fel 
upon his knees, besought forgiveness of God 
and the lady, and straightway pleaded his 
unholy We again. | 

He was about to be packed off about his 
business, when one bot afternoon he was 
stricken down by the heat and was carried 
into the house almost lifeless. Again he 
was declared to be dying. Within a week 
the physicians pronounced him a dead man, 
and could only leave him medicines to alle- 
viate the agonies of death. At such a time 
the young widow could not refuse to visit 
him as of old. She generously ignored his 
past conduct to her, and ministered to him 
as faithfully as when he was lying sick in 
this city. One night, about the last he ever 
expected to see, he called her to his bed- 
side and asked her to pray for him. 
“Pray for a _ blood-stained soul,” said 
he; and the lady assumed a suppliant 
posture and prayed long and earnestiy for 
the dying crime-stained creature. -When she 
aruse he clasped her hand and cried: “ Oh, 
God, 1 cannot die with this crime on my 
soul.“ Then, still holding her hand, he 
poured into her ear the tale of the foul mur- 
der of James Needs, Ile described the hall, 
the faithful janitor’s brave defense of his 
master’s proverty, the struggle, and the con- 
vulsive contortions of his body as he, the 
relator, chokea him. When he had con- 
cluded the narration of this foul deed, he 
asked her to pray again for him, and Mrs. 
Sanborn, weak with fright, sank to her 
knees without effort, and invoked the mercy 
of God once more. 

Once more McGurk disappointed the doc- 
tors, When by every law of medicine he 
ought to have been dead and buried, he as- 
tonished everybody by getting well and ris- 
ling from his bed a hale man once more. 
With his return te health Mrs. Sanborn’s 
fears ot him came back with ten-fold force, 
Ile renewed his wooing, this time urging that 
the possession of his secret made it neces- 
sary to marry him for her own preseryation. 
The young lady was distracted, not knowing 
whether it was her duty to sacredly preserve 
the confessjon as a death-bed confidence, or 
divulge it. l her distress she sought the 
advice of Rev. George Irwin, and he 
told her’ to consult a lawyer imme- 
diately. She took his advice and 
bare the whole matter before Jud 
cent, of Erie. Mayor Stokely, of this city, 
was telegraphed, and ina few days McGurk 
was captured in the McKean woods, after a 
desperate resistance, by Officer Fogbach. He 
was brought here, and, being tried before 
Judge Elcock, was corvicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. His attorneys, Messrs. Smith 
& Morris, obtained a new trial, and itis this 
second chance for his life that is now pend-

STREET PAVEMENTS. 


Why Cannot They Be Replaced in Good 
Condition. 

Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter had a talk with 
Mayor Harrison upon the pavement question. 
The Mayor believes in good, substantially paved 
streets. “ lam opposed to this wholesale tear- 
ing upof streets,“ said the Mayor, “and lam 
fighting what has grownup to be an unmiti- 
gated evil, which must be remedied.” 

“ Exactly what 1 want to talk with you about.“ 
said the reporter. How is it that where the pave- 
ment has been torn up down-town by the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company that it is being re- 
placed in such a slipshod nianuver?"’ : 

did not know that it was. The pavement 
that is torn up must be replaced as good as it 
was found.” 

“Take that in front of Tux Trispune Build- 
ing on Dearborn street, for instance, said the 
reporter, “That isa pavement of a most sub- 
stantial and expensive character, of blocks on 
stone siabs, and laid on purpose to last. Why 
cannot the repaving be decentiy done, using tar, 
as in tho first instuncey’’ 

“ That pavement must be replaced as good as 
it was found. Good pavers hoid that it is not 
necessary to use tar in replacing blocks, and 
that where good clean lake gravel is thoroughly 
rum med in the replaced blocks will stand better 
and firmer than where tar is again used. I don't 
intend to let up on the telegraph company un- 
til that pavement is made as evod as it was. Of 
course, in instances, pavement cannot be re- 
placed as eveniy, und there may be some slight 
depressions. But on Dearborn street the pave- 
meut is taken up near the gutter and curb, and 
there itis possible to replace it without de- 
pressions, and | intend to see that this is done.”’ 

„How about this laying of cables—is there go- 
ing to be a promiscuous tearing up of streets to 
lay them 7’ 

“There would be no advantage in that. We 
might better let the poles stand, and keep the 
wires above ground. I propose that the laying 
of cable shall be limited to one street. Coming 
south, they must all be laid in the same ditch, 
and the same io the North and West Divisions, 
except where the cabies lead to branch olfices,” 

“ Why not have a big pipe or tunnel?“ 

“That is my idea. There is some company 
that wanted to lay such a wipe and rent it out to 
all the companies. It would be the policy of the 
city to dig such a tunnel and control it, and I 
would advocate such a plan if I could, but this 
city has no money that could be made available 
for that purpose. | would make the companies 
do it, but I can’t compel the tirst concern that is 
lay toy a cable to build a tunnel tor the others.“ 

“What is your idea of a tunnel for wire 
cables? 

* | believe that the cables ought to be laid in 
a tunnel which couid be gotten into easily at 
convenient points. Whether that tunnel should 
be of brick or pipe would depend upon circum- 
stances. I have directed Prof. Barrett to see 
the olliciais of the telegraph companies and see 
if they will not unite in constructing a tunnel 
in which to lay their cabies.

Some time since the Master of the schooner 
Morning Light, Capt. Birch, reported seeing an 
unknown schooner capsize about twenty-tive 
miles off Milwaukee, and that all hands on board 
were lost before assistance could reach them. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of yesterday has the 
followmg regarding the unfortunate craft: 
“The loss of the scow Mendota, with all on 
board, is still tresh in the minds of all who beard 
of the dreadful occurrence, and the merest ref- 
erence to it uwakens the utmost interest.

So far as can be learned the fourth 
person was a young man named Charles Oleson, 
hailing from Muskegon, Mich., and was the cok 
of the ill-fated craft. Mrs. Hanson, wife of the 
mate and part owner of the Mendota, will prob- 
ably die from the shock of ber husband's death.

HOW LONG BEFORE A CAR WILL GO INTO THE

The incident is a comparatively trivial one, 
and its counterpart occurs frequently, but it 
he whole ar- 
rangement of ringing a bell when the bridge is 
to be swung and displaying a liebt on the bridge, 
which cannot be seen when that structure is 
closed. is imperfect. In this case the light in 
the centre of the bridge doubtless appeared to 
the driver as if stationary, for the bridge was 
moving very siowly. As to the bell it takes a 
quick ear sometimes to distinguish it from the 
locomotive bells on the railroad just north of the 
river, and it there is any noise or the wind blows 
in the wrong direction the bell cannot be 
heard at all. Some blame may be imputed to 
drivers who rush up the approach at a fifteen- 
mile- an- hour it, but the public have g right 
to be protected alike against reckless drivers 
and unprotected bridges. 

There is a rule in force—good enough as far as 
it gves—whicb provides that where a car is de- 
scend to a bridge (the viaducts on North 
Clark, ells, State, Madison, Kandolpb, Van 
Buren, and some other streets being higher 
than the bridges) tne car shall come to a stop, 
and the conductor shall go ahead and ex- 
amine the condition of the bridge before 
the attempt to cross it is made, This 
system is well enough where the traffic 
is light, but it is not adbered to strictly, and 
it atfords no protection whore the car approaches 
the bridge on an ascending grade. The only real 
protection that could be given would be by sta- 
tioning a flagman by day and a man with a col- 
ored lantern by night at each approach, and this 
should be done at the more important bridges, 
such as Madison, Randolph, and Clark streets. 
Conductors are often busy, drivers sometimes 
careless Or reckless, and unless some protection 
such as that suggested is given some nighta 
box-car with fifty or sixty passengers in it will 
be sent to the bottom of the creek. Then the 
street-car companies will realize that it would 
have been cheaper to have stationed a flagman 
at the bridge. Fortifty lives would cost them 
about $250,000, while the wages of a flagman are 
about $40 a month.

STILL VOTING. 

The vote on the repeal of the new commission 
rule will be taken on Change today. The oppo- 
sition to the ruie which was shown at firet seems 
to huve largely died out, and many think the 
vote will be against repeal. It is said that one- 
fourth of per nt is not too 
high a rate, considering the risk, and many 
ot the most responsibie houses say they don't 
care todo business for less, while some of the 
very conservative are reported to bave refused 
orders at the new rate, believing the risk even 
then too great. The present volume of business 
1s considered quite large enough and as liberal 
as should be expected after the speculutive 
craze of last summer. On the other haud, some 
think the rates of commission should lert 
to regulate themselves. They think 
that if the. demand warrants an ad- 
vance to one-quarter of 1 per cent, it will 
come qulck enough without legislation. 
The price of membership is also largely depend- 


‘ent oh the continuance of the present rule. 


Many of the late applicationsfur admission 
came from parties who are beavy truders, and 
who were willing to, pay well for memberships, 
in order to avoid paying a quarter of a cent 
commission, the rate to members being only 
one-eighth.

render useful service as a basis for sewage 
ana dfainage for a district lying north as well as 
south of Fullerton avenue, and the shafts lead- 
ine into the conduit at the street-crossings 
along Fullerton avenue have already been so 
arranged as to afford such service without 
change. 

The officers stated in their report that they 
were infor}ned that it appeared from actual sur- 
vey that the natural drainage from the south- 
ern portion of Lake View ftlows towards the 
south and west, so that by such sys em 
of sewage and drainage as the Town of Lake 
View might independently construct, the sewage 
and drainage from that district would naturally 
be discharged into the North Branch of the Chi- 
cago River, at or above Fullerton avenue. The 
Fullerton avenue conduit would necessarily 
have to tuke care of that discharge when 
thrown into the North Branch, either by taking 
it up again and discharging it into tho lake, or 
by torcing it down the river. It was obvious 
that to receive itin the first instance into the 
conduit along the line of Fullerton avenue 
would * 
INVOLVE NO GREATER EXPENSE TO THE 

cITY, 
but probably less, than the other alternative of 
relieving it from the river after it has been dis- 
charged there. 

As to the liability of heavy sediment being 
discharged into the conduit from Lake View 
sewers or drains, which might tend to obstruct 
it, they were of the opinion that sucha result 
could be prevented by baving the sewers and 
drains discharge into properly-constructed set- 
tling-basins connected with the shafts leading to 
the conduits in such manner that only water 
and such solid matter as floats in water will be 
allowed to be discharged from the settiing- 
basins into the shafts. The interests of the city 
in that particular could be effectually guardea 
by haying settling-basins and connections con- 
structed under the supervision of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the City of 
Cbsicago, and at all times subject to 
the inspection and control of that 
department, the connection being subject to be 
cut off entirely whenever the protection of the 
— Ay interest might require it, the cost thereof 
to be paid by the Town of Lake View. 

As to the compensation which should be paid

THE LUMBERMEN. 


CALLING IN TRAVELING-MEN—NO REDUCTION 
OF RATES. 

A well-attended meeting of the Lumbermen’s 
Exchange was held yesterday morning, Presi- 
dent A. GA Van Schaack in the chair. At a 
meeting held on ther th ult. an agreement was 
drawn up whereby the trade agreed to with- 
draw all traveling-men from the road during 
November and to issue no “cut” price-lists, 
but to stick to the figures agreed upon that day. 
This agreement was to become binding when 
signed by 8 per cent of the trade, and at vester- 
day's meeting the Committee on Signatures re- 
ported that cighty-three of the ninety-nine 
members of the exchange had signed it. 

Mr. Anderson moved to receive the report and 
discharge the committee. 

Mr. C. C. Thompson said if all travelers were 
called in, the market would within thirty days 
be in better shape, but he proposed to vote 
against the report, as he objected to letting the 
odd 1d per cent get all the trade. 

Mr. Low said his rm had not signed. Otber 
firms bad so many orders ahead that they could 
not fill them, and it cost them nothing to with- 
draw their mén. Mr. J. B. Thompson had also 
declined to sign, for if Chicago withdrew its 
agents, who were needed to look after special 
rates and the like, other places would not. The 
Official list hatl never been lived up to, 
and was a fictitious list anyhow. Just as soon 
asa short corn crop was noted they had cut 
fencing #1 and good lumber $2 a thousand.

The castings themselves ure planed, 
bored. drilled, and turned, by the use of special 
machbine-tools. Wrought-iron and steel are 
worked at the forge previously to being used in 
the macbine-shop. Tempering, brazing, and 
so'dering occupy their appropriate places. 

PRUJECT FOR GRADUATION. 

“ Before receiving a dipioma of the school, 
each student must execute a project satisfac- 
tory to the faculty of the Polytecnnic School. 
The project consists of the actual construcuon 
ot a machine. The finished machine must be 
accom puvied by a full set of the working draw- 
ings according to which the machine is made, 
and the patterns used for the castings. Both 
drawings and the patterns must be the work of 
the student. The project remains the property 
of the echool.” 

The cost of establishing a manual training 
school in Chicago would be about $50,000—and It 
would need #5.u00a year for at least five years. 
In St. Louis Mr. Edwin Harrison aione paid for 
the whole building. Mr. Cupples obligated him- 
self to pay .o per annum for five years, and 
Mr. Counseiman subscribed $1,000 annually for 
a like period. '

The Milk Producers Speak. 
“Tv the Editor of The Chicago ‘lribune. 

Lisi. III., Nov. 2.— Lour articie in Sunday's 
paper about rural monopoly and “a cor- 
ner on milk seems to need a * There are 
statements made in that article that are not 
only unjust to the producers of milk, but lack 
the element of truth. Your reporter quotes 
largely from Mr. Devine, one of the largest 
dealers in the city. He is a producer also, but 
if . the reporter bas fairly reported him his 
sympathies are not with the class that produces 
milk. Let us look at this matter from the 
standpoint of the producers for a 
few minutes. Of course the farmers who 
are keeping dairies and shipping milk 
to the city, dv it because there is more profit in 
it than raising corn ur oats. They are not gov- 
erned by a spirit of charity entirely. Yet it is 
not with a desire to compel city people to pay a 
high price for milk that they insist ou an ad- 
vance. The prime object is to compel such mid- 
diemen as M. A. Devine, who talks 30 woudly in 
Sunday's TRIBUNE about the extortion of farm- 
ers, to do them simple justice. 

In the tirst place, city dealers are not paying 
the prices for milk mentioned, 16 cents a gallon, 
or SI. 28 per can. Mr. D. gets milk over the 
Northwestern Railroad. and he cannot beip 
knowing that Dundee and Elgin dairymen re- 
eeived for milk in May, June, and July 90 cents 
per can, and in August, September. and Octuber 
$i per can, or IIK and 124, cents per gallon re- 
spectively. Out of this they paid 18 cents per 
can as freight, for dealers pay uno freight. A 
good many times they don't pay tor the milk it- 
seif! Was it honest for Devine or anv other 
man to say producers were wetting 16 cents a 
gallon for milk in view of that state of facts? Is 
not 13 cents at the condensing factory fully as 
good as ll and len cents in the city, and 
freight of 2½ cents per walion beside? r. D. 
had better revise bis arithmetic, or contine his 
calculations to his own affairs. 

For the periods mentioned dairymen on other 
lines of road received even less than they did at 
Dundee and Eigin. On the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quiney many received for the early summer 
months only 75 to & cents a cau. Of this sum 
they paid in freight 15 cents per can invariably. 
Sixty to 70 cents per can of eight gailons is not 
equal to a gold mine for money making. For 
October milk the price on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy ranged from $1 to $1.15 per can—a 
= deal short of Mr. D. s boasted 16 cents per 
gallon. 

Mr. D. has a great deal to say about the re- 
duction in the price of hay and grain. To be 
sure it i lower than amonthug¢o. But has he 
forgotten so soon that from the middle of Au- 
gust last to the end of September the pastures 
in most places were brown and bare asin mid- 
winter? Farmers fed hay and grain to their 
cuws asin winter. And yet for milk sv made 
they received less than 81 per can from these 
same middlemen who are so much afraid that 
the good people of the city are being imposed 
upon. It costs something to make milk under 
the most favorable conditions. Farmers with 
or 400 acresof land and fifty cows buvea 
good deal of capital invested that ought to pay 
some interest. They are compeiled tu rise at 4 
o'clock a.m. summer and winter. iu order 
to get milking done, and milk cooled, and 
reach the train on some of the roads. 
And not only so, but they must drive 
four or five miles, no matter what the condition 
of the roads or weather. Is it any wonder they 
like to be paid tor this sort of labor and expos- 
ure? ‘ 

Again, the price of milk has been very low for 
years past. Fitteen years awo, when it was in 
its infancy, producers received $1.20 to $1.50 per 
can. But at no time within the past ten years 
hu ve shippers received much above, the lowest 
price mendoned. 

Milk producers bave no complaint to make of 
the city consumers. But they do complain of a 
class of middlemen who feed like cormorants on 
both producer and consumer. Mk has been 
retailed at six cents a quart to consumers, for 
which these men pay less than two and onc-hulf 
cents. This explains how a man peddiing six to 
ten cans a day can retire at the end of ten years 
witha fortune. At least it is a partial explana- 
tion. Tue fact thatthey skim a gallon off the 
top of every can, which they sell as cream for 
enough to pay the whbole cost, may explain 
further. Or the well-attested fact that some add 
enough water, reinforced with chalk and calves 
brains, to make the full quantum of eight gal- 
lons, will explain the balance! 

Farmers as a rule send good milk. Indeed, 
tnese virtuous milk peddlers will not tolerate 
anything but pure milk. ‘They propose to do 
the doctoring themselves.

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NEW COAL FIELD IN KANKAKEE COUNTY, 
Tv the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

FAIRBANKS, Lill, Nov? 3.— Having seen various 
local notices of anew coal enterprise starting 
six miles or so south of Braceville I paid the 
piace a visit, and was pleased to find that it was 
afact.

James Mix, the Pres- 
ident, isa resident of Kankakee, and the com- 
pany promises to beof some magnitude, as it has 
secured over 200 ueres of coal lands along the 
county lines of Grundy and Kankakee Counties, 
and also in Wilmington County. The company 
have the Cumming Brothers employed at 
present testing for them, so far with very favor- 
able results, having in certain locations proved 
the existence of two veins of good coal ranging 
from two feet ten inches in thickness to three 
feet aight inches. A decidedly good feature 
that promises much for the success of the enter- 
prise is that Mr. Mix was guided in the selection 
of the lands by the experience of the Messers. 
James and Jobn PF. Cumming, an old and ex- 

‘rienced pruspector, and has secured all his 

and on the east aud north of the Mazon Creek,

THE BOARD OF TRADE CASES. 

Judge Tuiey was occupied ail day yesterday in 
bearing certain motions in the case of Baker vs. 
Seymour, Hunt & Co., and Seymour, Hunt & Co. 
aguinst the Board of Trade. Some weeks ago 
Baker filea a bill against his brokers, Séymour, 
Hunt & Co., alleging that they were members of 
the Board of Trade and grain brokers; that, as 
such brokers, they had sold for him, during the 
months of July and August, J0),000 
busheis of August wheat. He deposited 
$54,000 in the Fifth National Hauk as murgius to 
secure the performance of the contract. The 
wheat was suid to McHenry & Co. and fifteen 
other tirms at prices ranging from $1.12 to 81.24, 
arid it was charged that McHenry & Co. and the 
others bad attempted to corner the market in 
August wheat for the purpose of enhancing the 
price, and thereby preventing com platuunt from 
julfilling bis contract, and enabling them to re- 
vover extortionate damages for his default. In 
consequence of such corver be had beeu unabie 
to fuillll bis agreement and had defaulted. 
Seymour, Hunt & Co. were about to settie 
the diiferenves by indorsing to the purchasers 
the murgin certificates, vr, if they refused to 
do so, the Board of Trade would indorse them 
under the rules, and thereby euabie the pur- 
chasers to collect the margins. Baker there- 
fore asked that his brokers and the Bourd of 
Trade and its officers be enjoined from indors- 
ing the margin certiticates. An ex-parte in- 
junction was granted at the time of tiling the 
bill. Subsequently several of the defendauts 
filed answers, denying they had anything to do 
with the corner, if there wasone. The Board of 
Trace filed a demurrer and moved to dissolve 
the injunction, 

Atter Seymour, Hunt & Co. had been enjoined 
from indorsing the margin certificates they filed 
a vill aguinst the Roard of Trude, allegi that 
in consequence of the injunction in the Baker 
case, by which they bad been prevented from 
indorsing the margin certificates, they bad de- 
faulted on their contracts wit various parties, 
purchasers of August wheat from them; that 
the Bourd of Trude had, upon the application of 
certain of the purchasers, fixed the vaiue of 
August wheat ut $1.38; and that they had re- 
fused to settle with the purcbasers at that rate. 
Thereupon certain of the purctasers bad, under 
the rules of the board, applied to 
have them suspended fordefuult on their eon- 
tracts, and the board was ubout to try the case. 
Their only reusou for defaulting was that they 
bad been enjoived from indorsing the certiticates 
and otherwise they were ready and willing to 
fulfill their contracts witn the various purchas- 
ers. They accordingly asked that the bourd be 
eujoined from taking any steps in the trial 
of the complaint, as, under the rules of the 
board, such trial would result in their suspen- 
sion, and work them great dumage. An ex- 
parte injunction was granted also in this case, 
and a demurrer was filed, which came up for 
urgument yesterday. 

Judge Tuley, before passing upon the applica- 
tion for continuance whica wus made in the 
Baker case, said be desired tbe quesdon argued 
us to whether the bill made a case on its face 
which would warrant a court of equity in inter- 
fering Without regard to what might be proven 
as to the truth of the answers. 

Mr. F. H. Kales appeared for Baker, and con- 
tended that it appeared from the bill that Baker 
was not engaged in auy gambling transac- 
tion, but was a bona fide seller of 0. 
0 busbels of August wheat, and expected 
to actually deliver it to the purchasers. 
Such a contract had been repeatediy held by 
the Supreme Court to be vatid. The defend- 
aunts bud been engaged in ruuning a corner, 
eoutrary to the provisions of the statute, and 
all the contracts made for the sale of wheat to 
them were void under the statute, and, there- 
fore, be was entitied to an injunction to restrain 
the payment of the margin certilicates, 

Mr. George C. Campbeil appeared for the 
Board of Trade, and claimed that it appeared 
from the bill itself, that Baker had, in waking 
the suics of the 300.000 bushels, never ex- 
pected to deliver the wheat at all. but 
only to receive’ or pay such differences 
as it might appear existed on the Jist of August. 
Such a contract was against public policy, and 
was void, as the Supreme Court had repeatedly 
said. It further appeared by the bill that 
Baker bad bad no wheat to deliver, but had 
simply sold short, and had bimself contributed 
to the existence of the corner, if there wus one. 
A corner was pot possible unless persons sold 
for future delivery without owning any of the 
co — which they contracted to deliver. A 
corner could not be produced where there were 
no sales, except by owners of the commodity in 
question, as in such cases parties owning 
the commodity sold could deliver it, no 
matter what the price might be, and that, tou, 
although the commodity might beara fictitious 
price tur above its value for cousumpuon. The 
statute ia question was eoacted for the purpose 
of protecting consumers and manutacturers 
who must depend on the market for their sup- 
plies, and was not evacted for the purpose of 
protecting the short seller, who sold immense 
quantities of a commodity which he did not own, 
tor the purpose of “bearing” the market. If 
the complainant had been cornered, it was not 
by the act of the defendants, but solely by his 
own act, in selling what he did not 
own, and did not expect to own. 
The complaint was solely over ditfercneces, 
which became so heavy that Baker's stake was 
ail lost unless the court stepped in to prevent 
the other parties from drawing it on margin 
certificates. 

It was further urged that the injunction 
against the board, from indorsing the certiti- 
cates, could not be maintained, because, by the 
charter of the board, they were given the right 
to settie all disputes between their own metn- 
bers. By their rules and reculauonos a tribuual 
within the board bad been created for that pur- 
pose, whose duty it was to determine to which 


, party the margin certificates belonged, and in- 


dorse the certilicates accordingly. The Supreme 
Court bad held that a Court of Chancery would 
not interfere with the Board of ‘Trade in deter- 
mining disputes between its own members in 
accordance with its own rules and regulations, 
nor from expelling a member who refused to 
comply with his contracts, or with the rules of 
the board. The rules of the board also provided 
that, in any controversy between parties as to 
margins, the board should take into considera- 
tion the actual value of the commodity dealt in 
for consumption, and not any fictitious value 
»yroduced by running a corner, and should ad- 
Just the differences between, the parties upon 
the basis of actual value. <A perfect remedy 
was afforded complainant by the rules of the 
board, if he had suffered any wrong from the 
corner. Moreover, having dealt 
member of the board, amenable to its rules, an 
injunction would not issue against the board. to 
prevent it from taking any action under its own 
rules. The only remedy for the party aggrieved, 
if such action was proved to be illegal, would 
be by recourse to a court of law, where the pro- 
cecding could be reviewed. 

Inthe other case of Seymour, Hunt & Co. 
against the board, Mr. Campbell contended 
that it was well settied by the Su- 
vreme Court that a Court of Chancery 
had no jurisdiction whatever, to interfere by in- 
junction, to prevent tne board from expelling a 
member under its rules. Under the charter, the 
board had a right toexpel for the non-per- 
formance of a contract, and to enfurce all the 
rules, unless they were in conflict with the Jaw 
of the land. The bill alleged that the board was 
proceeding in strict conformity with its rules, 
and, under such rules, they were liable to expul- 
sion. aud would be expelled, unless the board 
were resfrained. But there was no allegation 
that the board had refused to iisten to any legal 
defense which the parties might have, or would 
resort to any illegal methods to bring about 
their expulsion. No case was therefore mude 
for interference of a court of equity. 

Mr. Kales contended that the bill showed, on 
its face, that complainants had been prevented 
by the Court from complying with their con- 
tracts, and theretore the Court should prevent 
the board from expelling them for that reason. 

Mr. Campbeii replied that it bad not uppeared 
that the bill for injunction prevented them 
trom complying with their contracts, but only 
from tudorsing the certiticates. They were at 
liberty to comply with the coutracts with their 
own means, and that was their duty us guarantor 
of the contract. If they bad a legal defense the 
board would not expel them for complying with 
an order of Court. 

Mr. E. H. Gary then made the closing argu- 
ments on behalf, ot the other defendants, and the 
Judge then took the case under advisement. He 
will probably decide it this afternoon at 2 
o'clock. 


SOME BANKRUPTCY EAW. 

An interesting question in bankruptcy law 
was yesterday decided by Judge Drummond. On 
the 6th of September 1880, Judge Blodgett made 
a general order in bankruptcy, requiring all 
bankrupts totake the necessary steps, by the 
urst Monday of December following. to obtain 
their discharge under penalty of being forever 
thereafter precluded from getting discharged. 
It was also provided that. in case of failure 
to do so, the cases should be closed, and

Arguments were subsequently bad on this 
petition, and yesterday Judge Drummond de- 
cided the case, reversing the decision of the 
court below, and directing the latter to go on 
and hear the application for discbarge the same 
as though it had been made in due time. The 
Judge held that the bankrupt had the rigbt to 
nie his petition for discharge after the time 
limited had expired, because at that time his 
proceedings in bankfuptey had not been dis- 
posed of by the District Court. 

This decision is practically an interpretation 
of that clause of the bankrupt act which pro- 
vides that u bankrupt shail baye a right to come 
inand ask for a discharge at any time before 
his case is disposed of. The effect of 
the ruling is to give all bankrupts, whose 
cases have, not been finally disposed 
of the right ch apply. for their discharges, not- 
withstanding the expiration of the time limited 
in Judge Blodgett’s order of Sept. 6, 1880. The 
same question was raised before Judge 
Gresham in Indiana, and, on appeal. 
the — way, some time ago, by Judge Drum- 
moud.

Recently he attempted to hang timseif, while 
traveling from Philadelphia to thiscity. The 
jury found that he was insane and a pauper. 

Anna Goelitz,a plump, rosy-cheeked Bohe- 
mian of 35 years, with bright black eyes and a 
pleusunt expression, but with the tongue of u 
virago, has been demented since the birth of her 
last child, now an intant of 4months. Sue con- 
stuntly 'abors under the delusion that ber hus- 
band, Henry Goelitz, intends to murder her en- 
dren. When he took the stand, she poured out 
upon bim torrent of obscene abuse that brought 
the blushes to the cheeks of the otber ladies in 
the court. Goelitz keeps a saloon on the corner 
of Throop and Twenty-second streets. She was 
declared Msane, though not a pauper. 

Edward Reardon, an American, 43 years of age, 
whose occupation bas been that of a corn-doctor, 
objected strenuously to the churge that he was 
insane. He was a cosmopolitan, he said, and be 
lived wherever corus were plenty. He was sent 
with his specific to Elgin as au insane pauper. 

The Mist case heard was that of Lina Matson, 
who has been known to the police for months 
as u hurmless lunatic. She has been frequently 
arrested for yet in the parks and under the 
sidewalks on the est Side. but the Justices, 
out of compassion, discharged her wheuever she 
was arrested. She is the mother of a bright 
little boy of 6 years, whois bemg cured for in 
the Home of the Friendless. She is aSwede, and 
has neither bome, friends, nor relatives in this 
country. Before he was taken from ber the boy 
was her constant companion in her, midnight 
wanderings, and since then she has plodded the 
city from end to end seeking for him, she bav- 
ing torgotten where he was taken to. She was 
seut to Elgin.

“As Mr. Spencer Perceval was , 
the House of Commonsshortly after 50’ 
in the afternoon of May 11. 1812, John Ben. 
ingham, who had placed himself at the side 
door for the purpose, fired a pistol at 
Prime Minister, inflicting a wound w 
caused immediate death.

his calmness and imperturbability amidst a 
scene of unparalleled excitement—made no 
attempt to escape, but exclajmed, firmly: 
‘My name is Bellingham. It was a private 
injury which prompted the deed.’ Justice 
did not lag in those days, or, at any ratet ig 
this instance; for, havm killed Mr. Peres 
valon May 11, the assasin was put upon his 
trial at the Old Bailey on May 15. John 
Bellinghan was a Russian merchant, who, 
being under the impression that he had 
susiained some grievous wrongs from the 
Government of St. Petersburg, thougut it the 
duty of Mr. Perceval and of his colleagues to 
take up the matter and extort compensation 
from the offenders. The injured man, as he 
deemed himself, presented petition after pe 
tition at the Treasury, but to none of them 
was any reply vouchsafed. Brooding under 
agense of supposed injustice, Bellingham 
took his stand upon a spot close to which Me. 
Perceval was sure to pass, and fired his pis 
tol into the Minister’s heart. The culprit’s 
defense, when put on his trial with sueh 
rapidity that the excitement aroused by the 
crime had not begun to decrease, even in 
London, four days after its occurrence, was 
to the effect that he was mad. The prisoner 
listened with great attention to the opening 
of the proceedings, and, when the qdestivn, 
‘Guilty or not guilty” was put to him, he 
made a short, firm, and sensible speech, 
cowplaining that his trial had been 
hurried on with indeecorous speed, and 
that the documents upon whieh he relied 
for his defense had been taken from him, 
The impression produced by this address 
upon the minds of the jury was fatal to its 
utterer, and although his able counsel, Mr, 
Alley, brought forward ailidavit after affida- 
vit showing that Bellingham was mad, or at 
least odd, and inéapable of rational action, 
the jury found the prisoner gullty, in aceord- 
ance with the Judge’s summing up, and on 
the following Monday the unfortunate man 
was hanged. Now, the analogy between 
John Bellingham and Chartes Guiteau is se 
far complete that each of them theught him- 
self suffering under some kind of wrong, and 
each wished to bring himself and his griev- 
ances into prominent notice by killing some 
one of high and exalted position. Vanity, 
doubtless, was in each instance at the but- 
tom of the crime, for Guiteau eould not 
tolerate the indifference with which his 
solicitations for office were treated by the 
President, and Bellingham deemed his 
own case 80 important tnt 0 
thought the nation was bound to take 
it up through its Government. Bas 
the Attorney-General—Garrow—who ap 
peared for the Crown as Bellinghaim’s prose 
cutor, revert®d again and again to the dur 
tiun, Was the prisoner at the bar a man 
capable, at the time when he commilited this 
crime, of distinguishing between right and 
wrong?’ ‘The jury came to the unanimeus 
conclusion that he was and we have no 
doubt that the verdict in Guiteau’s case will 
not be dissimilar. There is nothing in the 
American assasin’s aniecedents to show that 
he has ever been deemed incompetent ta 
manage E own affairs, and, tried as he will 
be in u „ ist Gu community exasperated 
to fury by nis horrid deed, nothing but the 
most incontrevertible eVidences of life-long 
madness would probably suffice to save bin. 
Never was there a moment when civilization 
and society had mare occasion to defend 
themselves all over the worid against crim- 
inals and assasins whose morbid vanity and 
craving for notoriety lead them to seek the 
lives of eminent and distinguished men, in 
oi der that the victim may cause the murder-- 
er’s name to emerge from its obscurity.”

For several years the question of the export 
of fresb meat from Hungary to France and En- 
land bas been agitated, but the prohibition by 
Germany of the import and even transit trade 
of live stock and fresh meat destroyed the 
trade, as it barred the sbortest, and cheapest 
road to West. As the repeal of the 
railway tarif? cenvention with Germany 
has led to efforts to find another 
outlet at Flume, and as the construction of the 
Ariverg Railway will open a direct connection 
with Switzerland and France, so in this case, 
also, a new road is being tried for the meat ex- 
port from Hungary, and the International Sup- 
ply Company, of London. a few days ago began 
the export of fresh meut from Buda-Posth to 
Paris. The beginning bas been made in modest 
proportions, only two 
daily, one of f and 
ton. Only animals of the quality are 
used. They are slaughtered in the large bub 
slaughter- house, which is under the control of 
the sanitary authorities of the town, and spe- 
cial localitles buve been assignéd to the cun- 
tractor for his work.
